TWO MOONS IN ONE "LUNA" 


Effects of the Moons' 
Movements on 


Waters, and the Results of 


Tides on Lands, 


On July 3 at 9:15 and July IS at 


S:15 the positions of the evening con- 
stellations is as follows: Near to the 
western horizon is Lea, the sickle in- 
clined forwards. 
At one-third of the 


distance from Beta Leoni-s. (Denebo- 
la) to the'extremity of the handle of 
the Groat Dipper lies the fine cluster 
of small stars called Bernice's Hair. 
Half'way from this cluster to the ex- 
tremity of the Dipper's handle is the 
fine double star named Car Carol!. The 
Great Dipper is high, in 
the north- 


western sky. Virgo is directly in the 
southwest.' below the 
constellation 


Bootes. 
Scorpio is directly 
in .the 


southern sky, and is a beautiful con- 
stellation, appearing at its best dur- 
ing the months of July 
and August. 


Between Scorpio and 
Virgo 
is the 


small constellation Libra, and between 
Scorpio and Bootes that of $erpens. 
East of Serpcns is Ophtnchus, over 
which and near the zenith is Hercu- 
les. Aquila is now well up in the 
southeastern sky, and 
is made con- 


spicuous by the large bright star Al- 
tai r. 


Phases of the Moon. 


Lyra Is just east of1 the zenith, and 


northeast of Lyra is Cygnus, in the 
path of the Milky Way, just where it 
separates into two branches.1 From 
the northeastern horizon around to tho 
northwest the constellations, of Auri- 
ga, Perseus, 
and 
Andromeda 
are 


barely visible, 


.The moon's phases for July is such 


that we have new moon twice, once 
on the second and again on tho thir- 
ty-first; first quarter on the ninth, 
full moon on the sixteenth, and last 
quarter on the twenty-fourth. 
Twice 


this month also the moon reaches its 
most northern, limit, on the second 
and twenty-ninth, and its farthest po- 
sition south on the fifteenth. 
On the 


tenth the moon and Mars are on the 
meridian at nearly the same time, the 
moon passing - 7 degrees 
north of 


Mars.- Between 1 and 2 o'clock on 
tiie morning of July 
4 Venus 
and 


Jupiter are only 2V4 degrees apart, 
Jupiter being farther north. 
Jupiter 


rises ,'too late in the night to be of 
present interest. 
Saturn 
rises 
at 


about 9:30 p. m. on July 16, also too 
late. A month later it will rise early 
enough, and also be near opposition 
to1 the sun, so "that it will be in a 
favorable position for observation.1 


In the constellations of Her.cules 


and Lyra are to be found a number 
of interesting colored double 
stars, 


variable stars, clusters, and nebulae. 
The wonderful cluster 
in Hercules 


known as 13M is visible to the un- 
aided eye. 
Sir William Herschel esti- 


mated the ntimber'of stars in this cUre- 
ter to he not fewer than 14,000. In 
small telescopes it has the appear- 
ance of a nebulae on account of the 
stars being so close together 
and 


small. 
Owing to the late twilight on 


these midsummer evenings the great- 
er porUon of the stars does not ap- 
pear, most of the fourth magnitude 
and-fainter stars being veiled by sun 
lighted moisture in the atmosphere, 
and also by the moon's light. 
This 


being the case, it may be seasonable 
to have a chapter on . the moon, as 
that is the chief object of interest, 
excepting the sun, in our skies for 
July, and August. In August there will 
be a partial eclipse of the moon, and 
also one of the .sun. the former taking 
place in consequence of the 
moon 


coming in line, or contact, with the 
shadow of the earih, and the latter 
l>y the earth being in 
contact with 


the shadow of the moon. 


Moon's Effect on Tides. 


The moou is the earth's 
only ce- 


lestial companion in its annual jour- 
ney around the sun, and, as such, must 
always bo an object of peculiar inter- 
est to uis. 
The greatest effect of 


this companionship is revealed to us 
in the tides of the oceans, where it 
is manifested twice daily, as regularly 
as sunrise and sunset.' 
' Tho result of the tides is a continu- 
al breaking down of the coast lines 
and the washing of the loosened earth 
and rode into deep water. This pro- 
cess has been going on for 
countless 


ages, and, in .conjunction 
with the 


cross currents made by the earth's 
axial rotation, has probably been the 
means of separating Australia 
from 


^Asia and Cuba from Florida and Ven- 
"ezuela. The tides, are greatest at the 
time of new and full moon, and least 
st first and third quarter. The influ- 
ence of tho sun's attraction gives a 
tide four-tenths as great as the moon, 
so, when at new or full moon, those 
two forces, acting in. unison on the 
water of 
the ocean, 
produce 
the 


spring, or increased tides, while at 
the first and third 
quarter they an. 


tagonizc each, other and a smaller tide 
results. Commanders of large vessels 
on the ocean have to study these tides 
and to know the depth of water at 
any and all ports to'which they may 
visit, either at high or low tide, and 
the hour when the1 tide is due. Ow- 
ing to the'water of the ocean being 
at rest it does not yield instantly to 
the mlhiehce of the moon's attraction, 
so that the crest of the tide is some 
hours later than the advancing moon. 
Owing to the earth's daily rotation all 
eastern shores receive the 
greatest 


weight of the tides. A tide moving 
into a narrowing gulf will increase In 
height and force to the end of the 
gulf, sometimes, 
as in the Buy of 


Fuudy, attaining a height of 75 or 100 
feet. 


Tidal Wave in the Atlantic. 


Ill mid 
ocean the wave 
is 
only 


about three feet high, but is much 
wider. 
The tidal wave in the Atlan- 


tic ocean 
travels 
from 
the 
Azore 


islands west to Cape Clear at the rate 
of SOU miles an hour. At Cape Clear 
the tide rises eleven feet. At distant 
places in the northern latitudes the 
velocity is- as low as thirty miles, and 
oven less, per hour, according to local 
conditions. Were it not for the tides 
and currents in the oceans the water 
along every coast would seen become 
stagnant and full of decaying organic. 


matter brought down by rivers from 
all climes, a source of disease and 
death to mankind. 


The distance of the moon from the 


earth varies greatly. 
It may be as 


far away as 259,000 miles, and again 
as near as 221,000 miles.' Its average 
distance from us is 240.00 miles. All 
ages and races have seen that man in 
the moon. Thousands of lovers have 
sworn by its constancy, while per- 
haps- only a baker's dozen have kept 
their vows. 
Every 
twenty-nine or 


thirty days its shining crescent ap- 
pears in -the west, usually 
after a 


protracted season of unsettled weath- 
er, and we say we shall be lucky if 
we first see the new moon over our 
right shoulder. 
How silly! But that 


is the old superstition. From several 
different causes we can 
see a little 


more, than one-half of the moon's sur- 
face. The same hemisphere is always 
turned toward us, because that hemi- 
sphere is the heaviest one and the at- 
traction of the earth holds it this way 
with a relentless, grasp. 
If there is 


water and an atmosphere on the moon 
they will be on the hemisphere which 
is farthest from us. On the surface 
visible to us we can -only distinguish 
what appears "to be blackish, barren 
rock and mountains, twenty-eight of 
which are higher than Mont Blanc. 
The lumber mountains are steep and 
castellated 
and show no indication 


of erosion by the elements. 


Covered With Extinct Volcanoes. 
The moon's life history appears to 


have been one of short duration and 
-intense activity. 
If w,c observe it 


with a two-inch telescope or large 
field glass about the time of its first 
or third quarter we 
see its surface 


nearly covered with the circular wall's 
of extinct volcanoes, having diame- 
ters ranging from a few to as many 
as 300 miles. Wlren the moon is full 
It is too bright to be viewed with a 
telescope. Another reason is that at 
such times the perspective is not good 
—no shadows to relieve -the flatness. 
It is like looking down upon the earth 
at midday from ah igh balloon. The 
moon' diameter -is nearly 2,200 miles, 
that of the sun about 850,000 .miles. 
On account of this great difference in 
size shadow of the moon (and also the 
earth and other planets) 
shape of a slender 
coue. 


is of- the 
When the 


moon passes 
directly between 
the 


earth and the sun and the moon is 
also nearest the 
earth the 
moon's 


Shadow will reach to the earth and 
the sun will be eclipsed, or shut off, 
at all points over which the shadow 
passes. Such is a total eclipse of the 
sun. At the -time of a total, eclipse 
the brighest stars and planets become 
visible, birds go to roost, flowers close 
and all nature is shrouclost and chill- 
ed in an uncanny light. During a par- 
tial eclipse of the sun those effects are 
not noticeable. 
It is only when the 


observer is in the center of the path 
of a total eclipse that those wierd ef- 
fects are witnessed. 


An eclipse of the sun sometimes oc- 


curs at the time the moon is most 
distant .from the earth. • In such an 
event the moon's shadow terminates 
to a point before it reaches the earth 
and only the central part of the sun's 
surface is covered by the moon, there 
being left a narrow circle of the1 sun 
extending entirely around the 
like the tire on a wagon wheel.

Eclipses of the Moon. 


Eclipses of the moon occur, as be- 


fore stated, when the earth passes 
directly between the moon 
and the 


sun so that the light of the sun 
is 


shut off and the surface of the moon 
is devoid of light, being .dependent-on 
the sun for its radiance. 
However, 


the moon is nearly always visible dur- 
ing a total eclipse and appears of a 
deep coppery 
color. 
This 
peculiar 


color is caused by the sunlight being 
refracted 
and 
diffused 
in 
passing 


through the atmosphere of the earth, 
which acts on the light quite the same 
as does a lens or prism in separating 
the different colored rays, 
the red 


rays being the stronger are least di- 
verted from their course, and 
so the 


greater part of them pass onward to 
the moon, partially lighting its surface 
in this indirect manner. 


A partial eclipse of the moon occurs 


when the sun .earth, and moon are not 
directly in line with one another but 
so nearly so that the edge 
of the 


earth's, shadow passes over a part only 
of the moon, shutting the sun's light 
off from, that part. 
The shadow 
of 


earth appears first on the eastern edge, 
of the full moon, while in a total solar 
eclipse, the advancing moon first cuts 
off the light from, the western edge 
of the sun.

When Tom Lawson of Boston re- 


minded the people of Kansas that 
they began their political career in vi- 
olence and warfare and exhorted them

countered and in the dangers which 
they courageously braved for a prin- 
ciple.

Chinese exclusion law. An. impres- 
sion had been gained' by many mem- 
bers of labor organizations that the 
order, to an extent at least, let down, 
the immigration bars so .far as Chinese 
are concerned. The president assured 
his callers-, however, that bo such con- 
. struction properly could be placed on. 
the order anct that he was just 'as 


i vigorously opposed to the -admission 


to this .country of Chinese!'coolies as 
they could be. 
•'• 


Refers to Exempt Classes. 


"The president's orden related only," 


said Mr. Gompers, "to the so-called 
exempt classes, merchants, students, 
travelers and the like, who heretofore 
have had difficulty in gaining adrais-; 
slon to this country because of the 
many fraudulent certificates issued to 
them and to coolies who are not en- 
titled to certificates in any event. We 
went over the entire matter thorough- 
ly, the conference being perfectly sat- 
isfactory to us. 


"The president suggested that In the 


course of five or six mon'Jis we again 
bring the matter to his attention in 
Uie light of the experience of that 
length of time in working under the 
order. 


Confer on Eight-Hour Law. 


"We also considered with the presi- 


dent the eight-hour law and the dif- 
ficulties-which we had encountered in 
securing its enforcement on govern- 
ment work. We instanced violations 
of the law and requestefl him to con- 
sider them. He asked us to present 
the facts In a fornral document, ho re- 
fusing to take up the subject at once. 
Meantime he expressed himself as be-. 
Ing in entire sympathy with the law. 
and insisted that it must be observed.

His favorite story of the. Mexican

It is not 
a pleasant task to kill a man in cold 
Wood in order to get past him, but 
that is what we were obliged to do in 
order to secure the information the 
commanders wanted. 


"Vera Cruz was a walled city, sup- 


posed to be strongly, fortified.

I waited an opportunity, 
rushed up, seized the guard and ran 
a knife into him before he could make 
any outcry.

dead, we .left him.1-there, then silently 
ascended the steps 
until the next 


landing was reached.
